The  next  morning  I  dashed  into  Bertram  Fleishman's  dress  shop  to  buy  a  new  dress  before 
-oing  to  New  York  Most  of  the  passengers  on  this  trip  were  going  to  Sun  Valley  for  skiing. 
Margaret  Dempsey,  Lillian  Hallock,  and  Jacqueline  Currow  had  their  skis,  and  I  discovered 
that  they  were  expert  instructors. 

A  new  stage  show,  "The  Land  of  the  Brave",  starring  Leon  Beasley,  Anne  Ray  Faircloth,  and 
Alida  Belle  Dougherty,  was  the  hit  of  the  season  on  Broadway.  I  heard  a  rumor  that  the  pro- 
ducers Elizabeth  Gooden  and  Augusta  Hamilton,  had  made  a  cool  million  from  that  one  show. 
Although  I  didn't  see  it,  the  great  critic.  Raymond  Hair,  told  me  all  about  it.

The  Bulldogs  followed  this  loss  with  two  more  wins;  one  over   Rockingham    12-0    and    another   over    Sanford    1N-0. 

Fayetteville  next  suffered  their  first  defeat  at  home  in  two  years  when  they  were  beaten  by  Wilson,  7-0.  The  Bulldogs 
then  journeyed  to  Florence,  S.  C.  for  the  first  out  of  state  trip  any  F.ELS.  team  had  made  since  1423.  The  Florence  team 
gained  a  7-7  tie  with  the  favored  locals  in  the  most  exciting  game  of  the   year.

Last  year,  fur  the  first  time  in  .several  years,  Fayetteville  High  School  had  a  first-class  track  team.  Last  year's  team,  paced 
by  Captain  Toon  Britt  and  State  Champion  Bill  Yancey,  failed  to  finish  lower  than  third  in  any  meet.  The  Bulldogs  started 
the  season  in  fine  fashion  by  taking  third  in  the  State  meet,  with  Bill  Yancey  getting  first  place  in  the  discus  and  shot,  and 
Toon  Britt  leading  the  way  in  the  100  yard  dash  and  finishing  second  in  the  220.  Others  soring  in  the  State  meet  were 
Dewey  Riddle,  who  finished  fourth  in  the  shot  put,  and  John  Dew,  who  placed  fourth  in  the  half  mile.  The  locals  followed 
this  by  taking  second  place  in  a  four  team  meet  in  Goldsboro;  and  the  next  week  they  finished  first  in  the  Eastern  Carolina 
meet,  with  Bill  Yancey  breaking  the  field  record  in  the  discus  with  a  heave  of   128  feet. 

The  next  week  at  the  Civiton  meet  the  Bulldogs  finished  third.  The  locals  led  most  of  the  way  in  that  meet  but  lost  out  in 
the  last  event.  Fayetteville  very  probably  would  have  finished  first  in  this  meet  had  John  Dew,  ace  half  miler  and  relay 
man,   been  able  to  take   part   in   it. 

The  locals  finished  the  season  with  an  overwhelming  80-42  victory  over  Raleigh  in  their  only  duel  meet  of  the  year. 
To  Coach  Wick  Smith  goes  the  credit  for  last  year's  great  team.  He  did  a  good  job  of  coaching,  and  the  boys  got  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  out  of  winning  for  him. 

In  the  1942  State  meet  held  at  Chapel  Hill,  Leslie  Scssoms  broke  the  State  record  for  the  javelin  with  a  throw  of  179  'A  feet. 
Don  Clayton  and  Bill  Yancey  also  won  State  titles.
